found men of a mean and tyranical, and.

power, they are likely to abuse it if they dare. 
Whether such abuses, are- more common ia

DOUGLASS AND THE WHISKEY RING 


THE EX-CO MM ISSIONKH EXPLAINS TIIE pLAt> 


HE WAS NOT ALLOWED TO OABRY OUT. 


Ex-Commissioner Douglass says in refer 


ence to the recently published correspoh 
deuce between himself aud a St. Louis law 
yer, concern ing tho means used to expose lh< 
whiskey frauds in that city, that while it is 
true as far as it goes, it is not the whole 
truth. Months before this correspondence 
'he became satisfied that the most efilcien 
way to detect the suspected frauds was to 
change the supervising and special officers 
and tho suggestion was made to and ap 
proved by the President. 
The most persist 


ent efforts hud been nuido to detect tho 
frauds, some of the bent men in the score 
service, among them tho famous Brooks 
having been sent for the purpose. 
At due 


time three special agents, Yarunu, Brashear 
and 
Gavett, wore in Ht. Louis togothoi 


working 
to 
this 
end, 
but 
al 


without success. 
On tho strength of tho 


St. Louis lawyer's representations, ho pro 
cured tho services of a customs agen 
(Hinds) a man unknown to tho distillers 
and despatched him to St. Louis with tho 
greatest secrecy, instructed to obtain all tho 
evidence which the lawyer could afford, nm 
work the cose up. 
Hinds reported on his 


return to the commissioner that the lawyer 
gave him no tangible clew, that his infor- 
mation consisted of rumors, and, in short, 
that lie (tho agent) had found out nothing. 
This result convinced the commissioner that 
nothing would accomplish tho object but a 
change of officers, and this , was virtually 
decided upon then; although on account of 
the political pressure sure to follow the ex- 
ecution of the plan, it wag put off until after 
the Fall elections, ami tho succeeding elec- 
tions of United States Senators by 
Koverni 


legislatures. Tho main point was to remove 
Supervisor McDonald and Special Agent 
Joyce from St. Louis, and send there Su- 
pervisor Button and Special Agents Brooks 
and Mitcheil from Philadelphia, in whom 
the commissioner had implicit confidence. 
It was believed that with incorruptible 
offi- 


cers at St. Louis one of threo things must 
happen,—either the distillers would stop 
production or tho tax receipts would largely 
increase, each proving previous fraud, or

usual way. In order to disguise tho object 
of tho move tho change of supervisors was 
made general, aud had not tho President 
yielded to the pressure which followed and 
countermanded tho order, tho exposure of 
tho ring would, it scorns to Mr. Douglass, 
have been certain and speedy.

bureau of education is an institution thai 
can hardly base n valid claim to tho\rcspeci 
of the country upon its importance or neces 
sity, but it has n genius for piling up statis 
tics, and in its .mnsa of figures it occasionally 
alights upon something of interest. Tho fifth 
annual report of tho commissioners, jus! 
issued, gives n birdseye view of the attitude 
which different states aro taking financially 
in regard to the educational question. Tho 
reports of thirty-seven states and eleven 
territories show an increase of Si,232,000 ii 
tho public school income during tho year 
Eight millions of pupils are enrolled In tho 
public schools, tho average daily attendance 
being about four and a half millions, whilo 
estimated population between sis nnd BIX 
teen years of ago is ten and a half millions. 
The total iucomo of public schools in tho 
states aud territories in 1874 was §82,000,- 
000, 
and tho total expenditures$71,000,000.

The conclusion which I come to after ma 


attentive though necessarily brief survey of 
the cotton industry, is that it has an ex-

That (lie mill owners ure somewhat too aniT 


..to complain of high wages, when they 


woi-Mdo butter to energetically seek a 
wider market and use skill and enterprise in 
trying to adapt their goods to a foreign de- 
mand. That when trade is very drU, as it

That as soon as industry 
and 
trade 


revive factory wages are likely to rise, be- 
cause there is not, I believe, an actual sur- 
plus of operatives if nil tho mills wen 
working full time. .That a lively demand 
tor cotton goods would at once develop a 
scarcity of at least somo kinds of operatives 
and heuten natural and inevitable rise in 
then- wages. And finally, that wo aro still 
in this industry in this country at the point 
where wages will rise or fall, not by tho 
arbitrary iuteivcution or motion of either 
mill owners or operatives,but by the iiatu-al 
and sufficiently quick operation of tho law 
of supply and demand. Tho mill-owucrs 
could better aflord' 11 pay higher wages If 
they had a full demand for their product 
than they can afford to pay tho present 
rates 
at 
tho 
present 
time 
of 
de- 


pression. 
Tlioy cannot afford 
at 
any 


time to oppress their operatives, because 
these would leave them. They cp'i better 
afford to work without profit than lo stop 
because if they slop their machinoiy deteri- 
orates, a great part of their expenses con- 
tinues, and they disorganize nnd lose their 
trained laboring force. 
Jf those proposi- 


tions nre correct, as I believe they n-o there 
does not exist in the. relations between the 
mill owners end their operatives in this 
country such a condition of unlimited power 
on the ono side nnd dependence on the 
other as would imperil the lights of the op- 
eratives or enable their employers to oppress 
them without risking losses of a kind which 
they could not afford. 


6DTEHIOKITV or 
AMERICAN MANUFACTURES. 


American drills and heavy sheetings r-e 


gaining in favor in foreign markets, for the 
reason that they Fro more honestly made 
than the English product made for export 
Drills nnd heavy sheetings made in this 
country from American cotton have used in 
their fabrication c ily such an rmount of 
starch upon tho wcrp as is absolutely neces- 
sary for weaving. Tho product of cloth is 
only from eighty-two to eighty-four pounds 
for ono hundred pounds of cotton. But in 
England it has been conclusively proved 
that they use clay, flour, starch aud other 
heavy substances, in combination with some 
salt to keep them soft, in such quantities 
as 
to 
cause 
tho 
weight 
of cloth 


produced 
to 
exceed 
considerably the 


weight 
of 
cotton 
used, 
and 
the 


cotton used is itself inferior to our own. 
Adroit and unscrupulous English traders 
have attempted.to keep American goods out 
of tho China and Sou'L American markets 
by copying tho styles aud tho names, marks 
and tickets used by ouv manufacturers and 
applying these to goods of English manu- 
facture which shrink thirtj-threo per cent 
in weight upon tho first washing. I have 
boon shown some samples of such English 
"export" cotton sheeting which have shrunk 
moro than thirty-three per cent, on tho first 
washing.

A muslin of Iho same kind as the 
Wamsulta, no finer, no heavier aud not as 
well blor.olied, is worth now In Kn-hml I 
am assured, and sells the ro, ntovircic'ht 
pence per yard, of .'sixteen cents currency 
while tho ;Wamsutln, will not bring herd 
over thirteen cents at retail. Dually, no 
cotton manufacturer will deny that the 
greater number of tho mills can easily bo 
used to make precisely tho goods which wo 
Cftn afford to export to foreign markets, and 
which we could just now make at'such 
prices as lo more or less command those 
ranrkotB. Why, 
then, is not this done ?
